ORDER IN COUNCIL. 



SOMALILAND OEDEE IN COUNCIL, 1906. 
Buckingham Palace^ 8th January^ 1906. 

AT the COUET at Buckingham Palace^ the 8th day of January^ 
1906. 

Present: 

The KING'S Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 

WHEEEAS by an Order in Council bearing date the 7th day 
of October, 1899, and known as " The Somaliland Order in 
Council, 1899 " (hereinafter referred to as the Principal Order,) 
provision was made for the administration of certain territories in 
East Africa known as the Somaliland Protectorate, wherein His 
Majesty has power and jurisdiction within the limits in the said 
Order in Coimcil described and set forth : 

And whereas the said Principal Order was amended in certain 
particulars by " The Somaliland Order in Council, 1903," and " The 
Somaliland Order in Council, 1904 " : 

And whereas it is expedient to further amend the said Principal 
Order and also to amend " The Somaliland Order in Council, 
1903," and " The Somaliland Order in Council, 1904," in certain 
particulars : 

Now, Therefore, His Majesty, by virtue and in exercise of the 
powers by " The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890," or otherwise in 
His Majesty vested, is pleased, by and with the advice of His Privy 
Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows : — 

1. This Order may be cited as "The Somaliland Order in 
Coimcil, 1906," and shall be read and construed as one with the 
Principal Order, "The Somaliland Order in Council, 1903/' and 
" The Somaliland Order in Council, 1904." 

2. The Principal Order is amended by the insertion between 
Part III. and Part IV. thereof of the following provisions under 
the heading : 

" Part III.a. — Legislation. 

" 9. — (1) The Commissioner may make Ordinances for the 
administration of justice, the raising of revenue, and generally for 
the peace, order, and good government of all persons in the Pro- 
tectorate. 

" (2) The Commissioner shall observe any general or special 
instructions of the Secretary of State with respect to the previous 
submission to the Secretary of State of draft Ordinances, to the 
making of Ordinances for particular purposes, to the amendment 
of Ordinances or draft Ordinances, and to other matters in relation 
thereto ; but nothing in this provision shall affect the validity of any 
Ordinance, 
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'^(3) In making Ordinanoes, the Commissioner shall respect 
existing native laws and customs except so far as the same may be 
opposed to lustice or morality. 

" (4) The Commissioner shall sign every Ordinance made by him, 
and shall at the first available opportunity transmit an authenticated 
copy thereof to the Secretary of State. 

" (5) The Secretary of State may disallow any Ordinance, 
wholly or in part, and upon such disallowance being publicly notified, 
the provisions so disallowed shall thereupon cease to have effect, but 
without prejudice to anything lawfully done or suffered thereunder. 

" (6) The Ordinances of each year shall be numbered conse- 
cutively, and each may be cited by its number and year, or by its 
short titie, if any. 

" (7) Where a date for the commencement of an Ordinance is 
not fixed in the Ordinance, it shall come into force on the day on 
which it is promulgated by the Commissioner. 

" (8) An Ordmance may apply to the Protectorate any Act or 
law of the United Kingdom or of any legislature of India or of any 
Colony, subject to any exceptions and modifications. 

" (9) The Commissioner may by Ordinance repeal or amend 
with respect to the Protectorate any enactments, Acts, laws or 
ordinances which are made applicable or have been brought into 
operation in the Protectorate by or under any of the provisions of 
Articles 7 and 9 of the Principal Order or Article 9 of *The 
Somaliland Order in Council, 1904.' 

" (10) Every Ordinance shall, unless a contrary intention appears, 
extend to natives and may in relation to natives comprise such special 
provisions, modifications and penalties as the Commissioner may 
t.biTiV fit. 

•" (11) The Commissioner shall, at the first available opportunity 
after any rules or regulations are made under any Ordinance by any 
person or body authorized, transmit an authenticated copy thereof to 
the Secretary of State. 

" (12) An Ordinance shall not be repealable by any rules or 
regidations made under an Ordinance. 

" (13) An Ordinance varying or affecting any Order in Council 
relating to the Protectorate shaU not come into force unless it has 
been previously approved by the Secretary of State, and such 
approval shall be recited therein." 

3. Articles 7 (c), 7 (e) (iii), 9, 32, and 33 of the Principal Order, 
Article 3 of " The Somaliland Order in Council, 1903," and Articles 
9 and 10 of " The Somaliland Order in Council, 1904," are hereby 
repealed without prejudice to anything lawfully done thereunder, and 
provided that all King's Eegulations and Orders of the Secretary of 
State made imder the provisions of any of the said repealed Articles 
shall continue of full force and effect unless and until repealed or 
amended by any Ordinance made by the Commissioner as herein- 
before provided. 

4. The term " Eegulations " in Article 22 of the Principal 
Order, and the term " Sing's Regulations '* in Articles 7 (3), 8 (3), 
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and 12 of "The Somaliland Order in OounoU, 1904," shaU be 
deemed to include any Ordinance made under the provisions of this 
Order, and the said Articles shall be read and construed accordingly. 

6. His Majesty may from time to time revoke, alter, add to, or 
amend this Order. 

And the Eight Honourable the Earl of Elgin, K.G., one of 
His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, is to give the necessary 
directions herein.

SALE OF POISONS. 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. For the purposes of this Ordinance the term "Poisons" Definition, 
shall mean such articles as may be comprised in the Schedule hereto, 
provided that His Majesty's Commissioner and Commander-in-Chief 
(hereinafter referred to as the Commissioner) may, by public Notifi- 
cation at any time, add any article to the Schedule. 

2. It shall be unlawful for any person to import, sell, or keep Licence 
open shop for selling by wholesale, retailing, dispensing, or com- ^®<»BBar3r, 
pounding poisons, unless such person shall hold a licence issued 

under tms Ordinance by the Commissioner, or such Officers as may 
be designated by Rules made under this Ordinance. 

3. The Commissioner may make rules designating the Officers Power to

Kcenoes will be issued under this Ordinance, and may fix the fees to 
be paid by persons taking out such licences. 

4. It shall be unlawful to sell any poison, either by wholesale, 
or retail, unless the box, bottle, vessel, wrapper, or cover in which 
such poison is contained be distinctly labelled with the name of the 
article and the word " Poison," and with the name and address of 
the seller of the poison. 

Sale to un- 5. It shall be unlawful to sell any poison to any person 

^nwM? P®"^^ imknown to the seller, imless introduced by some person known to 

E^^e^iu the seller; and on every sale of any such article the seller shall, 

poison book, before delivery, make, or cause to be made, an entry in a book, 

to be kept for that purpose, stating the date of the sale, the name 

and address of the purchaser, the name and quantity of the article 

sold, and the purpose for which it is stated by the purchaser to be 

required, to which entry the signature of the purchaser and of the 

person, if any, who introduced binn shall be affixed. 

6. The provisions of Clause 4 of this Ordinance, which requires 
that the label shall contain the name and address of the seller, and 
the provisions of Clause 5 of this Ordinance, shall not apply to sales 
by wholesale dealing ; nor shall any of the provisions of Clauses 4 
and 6 of this Ordinance apply to any medicine supplied to his 
patient by a person who shall be entitled to practice as a physician 
or Surgeon in the Protectorate, or in the absence of any law in 
that behalf, who shall be entitled to practice as a Physician or 
Surgeon tmder a Diploma obtained from some Corporation, Associa- 
tion, or Society duly authorised for that purpose imder the laws 
of that country in which such Corporation, Association, or Society 
is situated ; nor apply to any article when forming part of the 
ingredients of any medicine dispensed by a person authorised by 
the Commissioner to dispense medicines, provided such medicine 
be labelled in the manner aforesaid with the name and address of 
the seller, and the ingredients thereof be entered, with the name 
of the person to whom it is sold, or delivered, in a book to be kept 
by the seller for that purpose. 

7. The Commissioner may attach to any licence such conditions 
as he may think proper, and, in particular, may, by such conditions 

(a) restrict the hours during which any poison may be 
sold; 

(b) restrict the amount of any poison which may be sold 
at any one time to any individual ; 

(c) restrict or prohibit the sale of any poison to persons 
under a specified age, or to natives, either generally, or by 
particular tribes or classes ; 

and any breach of a condition so attached to a licence shall be 
punishable as a breach of this Ordinance. 

8. Any person infringing this Ordinance shall, on conviction, 
be liable to a fine which may extend to Eupees 1,000, or to a term 
of imprisonment not ejtceeding six months^ or to both fi^e and

any licence he may hold imder this Ordinance, and to the confisca- 
tion of any poison in his possession or under his control. 

9. This Ordinance may be cited as the "Sale of Poisons Short title.

No. 1 Of 1007. 
BERBERA AND BULHAR PORTS ORDINANCE, 1907. 

Short title 1- This Ordinance may be cited as "The Berbera and Bulbar 

Ports Ordinance, 1907." 

DeflnitionB. 2. For the purposes of this Ordinance : — 

(flj) The " Port of Berbera " includes all the waters lying 
between the spit to the north, the town of Berbera on the east, 
the mainland to the south, and a line drawn from the beacon, 
on the western extremity of the spit, to the lighthouse on 
the west. 

(S.) The words "inner harbour" mean and include all 
that space in the Port of Berbera to the eastward of and within 
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a line drawn from the west side of the Military Zariba to 
Shaikh Jabarti. 

{c.) The words "outer harbour" mean and include all 
that space other than the inner, harbour within the limits of 
the Port of Berbera. 

(d.) The " Port of Bulbar " includes all the waters lying 
within the radius of one mile from the Customs House. 

(e.) The term " Ship " includes every vessel, or boat, bugga- 
low or other native craft. 

(a,) Entering or Leaving the Ports of Berbera and 

BULHAR. 

3. Ships may enter or leave the harbour at any hour, with the Ship entering 
exception of native craft from the Persian Gulf, which shall not be and leaving 
allowed to leave the harbour between sunset and sunrise. ^ 

4. Every ship when entering or leaving the port, between sun- Flag to be 
rise and sunset, shall fly her national flag, and, when entering the flown, 
port, shall show her number. 

6. Every ship arriving from a port which has been declared Ships from 
infected shall hoist a yellow flag. If entering the port at night, infected ports, 
steamers shall exhibit two red hghts and other vessels two white 
lights, one above the other, at the main. It shall await the arrival 
of the Health Officer, who will decide whether the ship is an infected, 
or suspected, or a healthy ship. 

6. No boats shall go alongside a ship on arrival until such ship Pratique, 
has been boarded by the Medical Officer, a Port Officer, or their 
representatives, and pratique granted. 

(6.) Anchoring and Mooring in the Port of Berbera. 

7. All ships within the limits of the Port of Berbera shall be Anchoring 
bound to take such berths as may be appointed for them by the Port *°^ nnoonng. 
authorities and shall change their berths, or remove, when required 

by the same authorities. 

8. Steamers may, however, on arrival, anchor in any part of the Steamships. 
harbour, provided they do not take up such a position as would 
interfere with the free passage of vessels entering and leaving the 

port, and shift their berths when required to do so by the Port 
authorities. 

9. All native craft shall take up their berths opposite the Native craft. 
Customs Pier, and at a distance of at least 60 yards from it. 

10. All native craft receiving port-clearance and anchoring in Native craft 
the outer harbour overnight previous to proceeding on their voyage, leaving, 
shall, after sunset, hoist a light at the masthead. They shall not 

anchor in the fairway of the channel, or in such a position as would, 
in the opinion of the Port authorities, interfere with vessels entering 
or leaving the port.

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(c.) Ships Taking In or Discharging Cargo, Passengers, &c., 
IN THE Port of Berbera. 

11. No steamer shall take in or discharge passengers or cargo 
except at its anchorage. 

12. No native craft shall take in or discharge passengers or 
cargo, except at their herths opposite the Customs Pier, or alongside 
the said pier. 

(d.) Passenger Boats in the Port of Berbera. 

13. No boat which shall not have been duly licensed and regis- 
tered shall ply as a passenger boat within the Port of Berbera. 

14. Passenger boat licences shall be issued by the Chief Customs 
Officer. They shall remain in force up to the 31st March of each 
year, and a licence fee of 1 rupee shall be charged on each Passenger 
boat. 

Passenger boat licences shall be in the form appearing in 
Schedule I. annexed to this Ordinance, and in respect of passengers 
employing such boats, and their baggage, fares and rates not exceed- 
ing those appearing in that Schedule may be taken. 

A monthly tax of 1 rupee shall be levied on each licensed 
passenger boat. 

15. No passenger boat shall carry a greater number of passen- 
gers than that allowed by its licence, and any persons forcing their 
way into the boats after such number is reached must be ejected, 
if necessary by force, before the boat proceeds on its journey. All 
such persons shall also be liable to the penalties for breaches of this 
Ordinance. 

16. No passenger boat shall carry more than 336 lbs. of luggage 
with its full complement of passengers, nor more than 112 lbs. in lieu 
of any or each one of the number of passengers falling below the 
full complement. 

17. Passenger boats shall land passengers at the following places 
only, and at no other place without special permission : — 

(1) Shaab Pier. 

(2) Bunder Jadid Pier. 

(3) Landing steps opposite Customs House. 

(e.) Cargo Boats in the Ports of Berbera and Bulhar. 

18. No boat which shall not have been duly licensed and 
registered shall ply as a cargo-boat for the landing and shipping of 
merchandize within the limits of the ports of Berbera and Bulhar. 

Cargo-boat licences shall be issued l)y the Chief Customs Ofecer. 

19. Licences granted to cargo-boats under this Ordinance shall 
remain in force up to the 31st March of each year, and a licence fee 
of one rupee shall be charged on each boat. 

Licences shall be in the form appearing in Schedule II. annexed 
to this Ordinance, or to the like effect. 
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A monthly tax of two rupees shall be levied on each licensed Monthly tax.

20. No licence shall be given to boats which are not seaworthy Boats to be

21. No cargo-boat shall carry cargo in excess of the quantity Cargo limit, 
determined and certified in the licence by the Licensing Officer.

26. Seagoing ships of the burden of 10 tons and upwards enter- Rates of port

27. Sea-going ships of the burden of 10 tons and upwards enter- For ships not 
inff the port, but not discharging or taking in cargo or passengers, loading and 
shaU be charged a port due of two annas per 100 tons or part of ^^^^g- 
100 tons. 

28. No stone or sand shall be removed from any part of the Removal of 
shore within the limits of the port without permission from the Port ^^^a**- 
authorities. 

29. No rubbish or sand brought as ballast shall be deposited on Depositing 
the beach or in the harbour. ballast. 

(g.) General. 

30. Any person who commits any breach of this Ordinance Penalties for 
shall, on conviction, be liable to imprisonment of either kind, which or^iuince 
may extend to two months, or to fine not exceeding 1,000 rupees. 

31. The responsibility for a breach of this Ordinance with Responsibility 
respect to a ship or boat shall rest with the master, nakhuda, or other ^^^ ^reacl^- 
person for the time being in charge thereof, imless he proves that he 

did all that was reasonably necessary to prevent such breach ; but 
this section shall not be construed to exonerate any other person. 

32. The "Port of Berbera Eegulations, 1901," are hereby Repeal, 
repealed.

GAME PRESERVATION. 
1. IN this Ordinance — 

'* Hunt, kill, or capture " means hunting, killing, or capturing Definitioni. 
by any method, and includes every attempt to kill or capture. 

" Hunting " includes molesting. 

" Game " means any animal mentioned in any of the Schedules. 

" Public Officer " means a European officer in the public service 
of the Somaliland Protectorate, or an officer of ojie of His Majesty's 
ships visiting the coi^st. 
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** Native " means any native of Africa, not being of European 
or American race or parentage. 

" Settler " means a person for the time being resident in the 
Protectorate, not being a pubKo officer or a native. 

"Sportsman" means a person who visits the Protectorate, 
wholly or partly for sporting purposes, not being a public officer, 
settler, or native. 

" District Officer " means the Administrative Officer in charge of 
a district of the Protectorate. 

" Schedule " and " Schedules " refer to the Schedules annexed to 
this Ordinance. 

General Provisions. 

First ^- No person, unless he is authorized by a special licence in that 

Schedule. behalf, shall hunt, kill or capture any of the animals mentioned in 
the First Schedule. 

Second 3. No person, imless he is authorized by a special licence under 

Schedule. this Ordinance, shall hunt, kill, or capture any animal of the kinds 
mentioned in the Second Schedule, if the animal be — 

(a) Immature: or 

{h) A female accompanied by its yoimg. 

No shooting 4. No person unless he is authorized under this Ordinance, 

except under shall himt, kill or capture any animal mentioned in the Third 
licence. Schedule.

Legal Procedure, 

26. Where any public oflScer of the Somaliland Protectorate 
thinks it expedient for the purpose of verifying the register of a 
licence-holder, or suspects that any person has been guilty of a breach 
of this Ordinance, he may inspect and search, or authorize any 
subordinate oflScer to inspect and search, any baggage, packages, 
waggons, tents, building, or caravan belonging to or under the control 
of such person or his agent ; and if the officer finds any heads, tusks, 
skins or other remains of animals appearing to have been killed, or 
any live animals appearing to have been captured, in contravention 
of this Ordinance, he shall seize and take the same before a Magistrate 
to be dealt with accordiQg to law. 

27. Any person who hunts, kills, or captures, any animals in 
contravention of this Ordinance, or otherwise commits any breach of 
this Ordinance, shall, on conviction, be liable to a fine which may 
extend to 1,000 rupees, and, where the offence relates to more animals 
than two, to a fine in respect of each animal which may extend to 
500 rupees, and in either case to imprisonment which may extend to 
two months, with or without a fine.
